The Japanese spokesman concludec 
by saying that Japan is embarrassed 
because the United States would prob- 
ably not be a signatory to the proto- 
col: hence the protocol would have 
no power as regards the United States. 

While leading delegates hurriedly 
were holding a private conference in an 
attempt to save the situation, M. Po- 
litis, former Greek foreign miunister, 
was reading the reports summing up 
the significance of the protocol at a 
plenary session of the arbitration com- 
mission. Alluding to the Japanese 
difficulty, he explained the machinery 
of arbitration when one party to a 
dispute claimed that the conflict arose 
from a question purely domestic in na- 
ture. The arbitrators take the advice 
of the world court, he said, for the 
question involved is a legal one, on 
which a judicial opinion must be ob- 
tained. 

Unlike other epinions requested of 
the court, explained M. Politis, the 
opinion of the court in such cases 1s 
compulsory, because if the court

Close Breaks in Wall. 


M. Politis described the covenant 
of the league us creating a wall of 
protection around the peace of the 
world. but as failing to close the cir- 
cle sufficiently so ag to leave no pos- 
sible opening for war. 

“It reduced the number of possi- 
ble wars,” he continued, “but did not 
condemn them = all. Consequently, 
there remained numerous fissures 
which constituted a grave menace to 
peace. The new protocol system 
closes the covenant circles; it pro- 
hibits all wars of aggression. This 
result is obtained by strengthening 
the methods of pacific procedure laid 
down in the covenant and by extend- 
ing them to all international disputes 
without exception by making arbitra- 
tion compulsory. 

M. Politis poirted out that the 
protocol provides for three categories 
of compulsory arbitration. 

The first is when compulsory ar- 
bitration is asked for by one of the 
parties, which fect binds the other 
party to accept it. The second is 
when the council reaches a unanimous 
decision after arbitration has been re- 
fused by both parties. Such decision 
is final and irrevocable.

Death Rewards Balkers. 

Various sums per person are charg- 
ed by the hi-jacker for each person he 
permits the alien smuggler’ to take 
past his ambush. The price depends 
on the alien’s chance of getting by 
after he crosses the border. Passage 
is worth between $20 and $200 per 
man. Orientals pay the latter sum. 

But sometimes aliens and their es- 
corts refuse to “come across.” Evi- 
dence of this was indicated last week 
when, after a gun fight had been re- 
ported on the Detroit river, authori- 
ties found the boaies of two foreign- 
ers floating in the stream. Their 
pockets had been looted of everything 
except a few papers. 

; In the St. Lawrence river, two 
French-Canadians were drowned in a 
fight between alien smugglers and hi- 
jackers. When guns flashed, the men 
had leaped from their boats in an at- 
tempt to escape, but the current swept 
them down, , 

The latter episode now is being in- 
vestigated, but under a great handicap, 
because it first must be determined 
whether the men died in Canadian or 
United States water. After the ques- 
tion of jurisdiction is established. the 
work of searching for criminals can 
proceed. 

Mounted Policeman Slain. 

At least a score of aliens have mys- 
teriously lost their lives in illegally 
attempting to enter the United States 
from the north, it is reliably reported. 

Those engaged in the “trade” are 
not the only ones to suffer. Recent- 
ly-the body of a member of the Royal 
Northwest mounted police who had 
been working against international 
dope and alien smugglers was found 
floating in the Ottawa river. Investi- 
gation failed to identify his slayers, 
but the “‘mounties” today firmly be- 
lieve he met death at the hands of 
alien smugglers. 

Along the Quebec and Maine border, 
the Niagara frontier and along the 
St. Lawrence, Detroit and jit. Claire 
rivers, the smuggling continues and 
will, so long as men are willing to pay 
and take chances.

DUTCH FLIER PLANS 
TO BEAT D’OISY RECORD. 
London, September 28.—Open sea- 
sun for “world” flights apparently ex- 
iends all the way from New Year's 
day to midnight of December 31. 
While reports from the far east in- 
dicate that Major Pedro L. Zanni, 
the Argentine, intends to brave an 
Aleutian winter rather than abandon 
his attempt, a Dutch effort to fly 
from Amsterdam to Batavia, Dutch 
fast Indies, is scheduled to begin on 
Uctober 1. 


The Dutch flight will be made in 
an ordinary Fokker air express, with 
an idea of outclassing the spectacular 
achivement accomplished Iast summer 
ty Captain Pelletier d’Oisy in a 
French machine. Heer van der Hopp 
is the pilot who will contest D’UVisy’s 
laurels. He is shooting at a new 
speed record for 9,000 miles, hoping to 
inaintaim an average of S35 miles an 
hour over the entire distance from 
Amsterdam to Batavia. 

Van der Hopp’s hops will be he 
way of Constantinople, Aleppo, Bag- 
dad, Bundar Abbas, Karachi, Allaha- 
bad, Calcutta, Akyab, Rangoon and 
Bangkok.

HERE ARE STATISTICS 
ON WORLD FLIGHT. 

Sand Point Field, Seattle, Wash., 
September 28.—(By the Associated 
Press.) —Among the salient features 
of the United States army globe-en- 
cireling flight that ended today, were : 

The flight was started officially by 
four planes from Seattle, Wash., 38:50 
a. m., Sunday, April 6, under com- 
mand of Major Frederick L. Martin, 
in the flag plane Seattle, and was 
completed today—five months and 
twenty days—by two of the origina! 
machines and the Boston II, a spare air 
cruiser sent to Pictou Harbor, Nova 
Scotia, for Lieutenant Leigh Wade, 
whose machine was wrecked near 
Faroe islands, August 21. 

The aviators originally left Santa 
Monica, Cal., March 17, but, on ac- 
count of delays in substituting pon- 
toons for landing gear here, the offi- 
cial hop-off was made from Seattle, 
cutting 19 days off the journey. 

The personne! of the flight includ- 
ed Major Martin, commander, and his 
mechanician, Staff Sergeant Alva Har- 
vey, who were missing for ten days 
after their flag plame Seattle was 
wrecked April 30, on a mountain near 
Port Moller, Alaska peninsula,.on the 
Bering sea coast and who were forced 
to quit the expedition; Lieutenant 
Lowell H. Smith, commander after Ma- 
jor Martin’s accident, pilot of the flag 
plane Chicago; Lieutenant Erik H. 
Nelson, pilot of the New Orleans; 
J.ieutenant Leigh Wade, pilot of the 
ill-fated Boston, and mechanics, Lieu- 
tenants Leslie P. Arnold, John Hard- 
ing, Jr., and Henry H. Ogden. 

The route of the aviators traversed 
or touched 21 foreign countries cand 
25 states and one territory of the Unit- 
ed States. 

A total of 57 hops were made, an av- 
erage of 483 miles each jump. : 

With each air cruiser consuming 20 
gallons of gasoline in an hour of fly- 
ing, the three planes used in approx- 
imately 351 flying hours 21,060 gal- 
lons. Each plane used about 30 gal- 
lons of oil every 2.400 miles and in 
the 27.534 miles’ flight, the machines 
had 1.026 gallons of oil.

DRIFTING TO A DYNASTY. 

A study of the presidential voting 
records of 1912, 1916 and 1920 
not only show this great nation to 
be governed by minority, but no 
more forceful indictment for civic 
indifference could be found than the 
actual census figures, which show 
this astounding and growing retro- 
gression of civic consciences. 

In 1920, to illustrate, 27,000,000 
eligible voters stayed away from the 
polls, while 26,000,000 vyoted—an 
election by minority. 

The most serious feature, how- 
ever, is the rapidly dwindling pop- 
ular interest in popular govern- 
For instance, 73 per cent of 


in 1900, 66 per cent in 1908, 62 
per cent in 1912 and less than 50 
per cent in 1920. This tendency, 
if continued at the same ratio, will 
entirely wipe out the so-called rule 
of the people within another gen- 
ération and leave the government in 
control of a small group of selfish 
politicians—or a machine dynasty. 

What is true of the nation is 


is the blowing of the trum 
Shophar, which is a call for retro- 
spection and repentance. Rosh 
Hashana, which originated in Bibli- 
cal days, marked the beginning of 
the economic year and was follow- 
ed by the feast of the in-gathering 
of the harvests. 

Very generally the Jews, both 
Orthodox and Reformed, observe 
it, but the Orthodox observe a two- 
day holiday, whereas the Reformed 
observe only one.

Mr. Watkins, when president, 
made The City Club not only an 
influence of power for all worth- 
while activities, but a university for 
the study of great civic issues and 
problems. Such studies were 
during the luncheon hour, when 
members could get together to 
Study the problem of a revised tax 
system for Georgia, or the problem 
of new legislation, and so on:

Every At- 
lanta citizen suffers some financia] 
loss for each fire occurring in the 
city. 

“Sparks igniting dwelling roofs and 
igniting leaves and trash around 
flues and in gutters caused more fires 
during 1923 than any other cause. A 
vast number of these occur during the 
first cool months each year, simply 
because furnaces and flues are 
examined before making the

In 1923 there were over 500 
dwelling fires in Atlanta caused by 
sparks from chimneys or flues ig- 
niting flimsy roofs or inflammable 
trash around the flues, or in the 
gutters. 

The fact is nine out of ten dwell- 
ing fires are caused either by di- 
rect or indirect carelessness, and 
could easily have been avoided. 

Mr. Betty calls attention to a very 
pertinent matter and one that de- 
Serves to be made useful-to the 
public.

They do not re- 
fer to the league’s phenomenal suc- 
cess in Austria, a country that had 
sunken into the despair of after-war 
misery, where economic and financial 
conditions were ‘chaotic. The oppo- 
nents of the league do not like to men- 
tion Czecho-Slovakia or Latvia or 
Esthonia, for they would have to ad- 
mit, as in the case of Austria. that the 
League of Nations was respunsible for 


the truly miraculous recovery and 


building of these nations. 

But, for the consumption of the 
masses, the “isolationists’ continue 
their nefarious, misleading propa- 
ganda—a propaganda that was born 
out of political jealousy for a man 
whose greatness overshadowed any- 
thing that had at any other time an- 
peared on the horizon of America or 
perhaps the world. 

The League of Nations is Wilson’s 
scheme. That is their objection. The 
covenant is, indeed, a truly American 
document. It breathes the spirit of 
Washington and Lincoln, but it 
transcends anything Washington or 
Lincoln ever have said vr done, be- 
cause it takes up the cause, not of a 
political party, not of-a single nation, 
but it takes up the cause of all hu- 
manity.

Starch Inte Dextrin. 

In an article about the “Costive 
Infant” you statel: “Boiling con: 
verts the starch in oatmeal to de®- 
trin.”” Is that correct? Does mere 
boiling convert starch? An authority 
on this subject will be aprpeciaied by 
yours truly.—W. G. C. 

Answer—Prolonged boiling, accord- 
ing to Witthaus, converts soluble 
starch into dextrins, maltose and fin- 
ally glucose. This process is acceler- 
ated by boiling with dilute minera! 
acids. Dry heaf, such as toasting, 
causes starch granules to burst with 
the formation of dextrin. -That’s why 
toast, if the bread is made crisp ali 
through, is more soluble and therefore 
more readily digested by an invalid. 
Oatmeal water or gruel or other cerea! 
water or gruels should be boiled for 
hours for very young infants, in order 
to convert much of the starch into 
more soluble dextrin. This rule does 
not apply to the feeding of older chil- 
dren or adults, for in all except very 
young infants the capacity to digest 
starch is well developed. Often, in. 
ceed, it is better tliat oatmeal be 
cooked only a few minutes for adults. 
with a view to leaving considerable 
unchanged starch to recch the inites- 
tine und undergo the wholesome or 
desirable lactic fermentation there.

told Benjamin C. Marsh, managing di- 
rector of the Farmers’ National coun 
cil, that his recent letter asking Presi. 
dent Coolidge to investigate the action 
was “simply one more evidence of 


’ your malicious efforts to hamper and 


discredit the department of agricul- 
ture.” 

Replying at the request «f the presi- 
dent, Secretary Wallace said Mr 
Marsh’s letter to Mr. Ccolidge car- 
ried the impression “that you are au- 
thorized to speak for a considerab’e 
and responsible group of farmers.” 

“IT know very well that you are 
not,” he continued. “You do not rep- 
resent farm sentiment. You are not 
working in the interests of farmers. 
but on the contrary are, and for years 
have been, doing 
culture great harm. 

Answers Under Orders. 

“IT answer your letter only because 
it was sent to me to be answered. I 
know that neither you nor your let- 
ters are entitled to any attention or 
consideration whatsoever from anyone 
in a position of responsibility.” 

Marsh’s letter :o the president de- 
scribed the dismissal of Burns, after 


the canse of azri- | 


be had testified before a house com- 
mittee last May, as “one of the most 


-underbanded and sneaking cases of 


official terrorism in our country’s his- 
tory.” Mr. Wallace said the Burns 
ease, on the contrary, was handled 
with far greater consideration than 
Burns had any right to expect, and 
that Burns, bimself, had expressed 
appreciation of the consideration 
shown him. 
Burns Was Toul. 

“Burns’ charges against the admin- 
istrative officers of the pickers and 
stockyards administration made he. 
fore the congressional committee were 
thoroughly exploded and refuted, not 
only by representatives of this depart.
